W aterloo, Iow a. 
W aterloo, Iowa, June 26.—The fourth 
annual session of the W aterloo Chau­ 
tauqua assembly was opened Thursday 
with a debate on silver by ex-Con- 
gressman W. J. Bryan of N ebraska and 
W. E. Mason of Chicago. Mr. Bryan 
took the ground that the people need 
cheaper money, th a t it requires too 
much of the products of the farm and 
factory to purchase a dollar in money, 
and that, while a dollar of the United 
States will buy two Mexican dollars, it 
will also buy two bushels of the ta ­ 
m ers’ wheat. H e adm itted th at he 
would favor the free coinage by the 
United States of foreign silver even 
while other nations would not grant I 
our silver free coinage in their m ints, | 
for he believed it would benefit our 
people to have the money here. 
Mr. Mason combated the idea of free 
coinage being beneficial to the people, 
and said that even if silver were piled 
in the treasury as high as W ashing­ 
ton’s m onum ent it would be of no bene­ 
fit to the man who was out of a job. 
The trouble was th at democratic tariff 
legislation had given the American la­ 
boring men’s jobs to aliens, and th at 
was w hat caused these troublous times 
rather than the money question.

o f C rown Surveyor In V enezuela. 
W ashington, June 26.—Secretary Ol­ 
ney has received calls from Sir Julian 
Pauncefote, the 
British am bassador 
and M inister Andrade of Venezuela 
with both of whom he conferred sep­ 
arately, concerning the arrest by Ven­ 
ezuelan troops of the British crown 
surveyor, H arrison, on 
the 
British 
Venezuelan boundary. It is understood 
that Sir Julian, acting under instruc­ 
tions from the British foreign office, 
requested the friendly intervention of 
the United States toward securing the 
release of Harrison, as was done by 
the British authorities in behalf of the 
American. John Hays Hammond, dur­ 
ing the Transvaal uprising. 
Mr. Andrade was first at the depart­ 
ment, so that at the time of his call 
the British request had not been sub­ 
mitted. 
His view was that the affair 
had been magnified and that it was 
lacking in circumstances of serious in­ 
dignity or wrong to the British. 
Sir Julian’s call was made an hour 
after Mr. Andrade had left. The exact 
nature of the British request was not 
made public, but its essential feature 
was a request for friendly intervention 
by the United States. 
Owing to the 
Britisb-Vcnezuelan trouble the British 
have no m inister or consul in Venezu­ 
ela, so that it is necessary for an out­ 
side power to act for them in any 
transaction with Venezuela. Germany 
heretofore has acted In this capacity 
for the British, but the interest and 
influence which the United States has 
with Venezuela evidently inclined the 
British to seek the good offices of this

many.

It is believed that Secretary Olney 
already has taken steps to communi­ 
cate with the Venezuelan government 
through the medium of the United 
States m inister at Caracas. The inter­ 
view between Secretary Olney and Sir 
Julian lasted half an hour, and on 
neither side was there any disposition 
to make public anything as to its na­ 
ture.

on the veranda of the Webb house,

Webb and the neighbor ar­ 
gued the question for a time, and just 
w hat followed, cannot be accurately 
told.

drew his revolver, and 
began shooting. 
The neighbor got a 
bullet in his arm, aud the little Blind­ 
e d girl, who was standing 
in the 
street, was instantly killed by one of 
the shots. 
Her fafher was the post­ 
m aster and storekeeper in the village, 
and excitement was high for a time.

Webb wab arrested and locked up 
in jail, so there was no one to 
care 
for his little ones. 
The neighbors 
looked after them to r a time ana then 
notified the Children’s Home Society, 
of Milwaukee, 
of the case. 
Riv 
William Woodmansee, the assistant 
superintendent went to Lancaster and 
Baw Webb, telling him th at the soc 
iety 
would 
care 
for the 
bibes, 
and provide good homes for them. At 
first Webb refnsed to listen to the 
proposition, but was finally convinced 
th a t it was the best thing to do,so the 
children were turned over to Mr 
Woodmansee. The party passed through 
Janesville on the morning train, en 
route for Milwaukee, and the children 
attracted considerable attention at the 
dopot. 
“ It is a sad case.” said Rev Mr 
Woodmansee, to a Gazette reporter 
“ The poor little ones had neither 
father nor mother to care for them, al­ 
though the neighbors had rendered 
them every service possible. Of course 
they could not keep them much long­ 
er, so we were appealed to. I bad some 
difficulty in getting Mr. Webb’s con­ 
cent. 
He seems to think everything 
of 
the children, and hated to part 
w ith them .”
